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TO  THE  TAXPAYERS  AND  CITIZENS  OF  ENFIELD: 

First,  we  seek  your  support  at  the  annual  School 
Meeting  to  be  held  at  the  end  of  March,  1980. 
Questions  to  be  voted  upon  are  of  the  upmost 
importance  in  terms  of  our  local  property  taxes 
and  our  children's  education.  We  are  currently 
endorsing  a  petition  to  reapportion  the  school 
costs  to  the  5  Towns  by  a  50-50  formula  versus 
the  80-20  formula  we  are  presently  using.   The 
formula  desired  is  50%  of  the  cost  to  be  calculated 
by  the  average  daily  members  in  school  from  each 
town  and  50%  of  the  cost  to  be  raised  on  the  basis 
of  the  equalized  valuation  of  each  town.  We 
will  discuss  our  plans  and  needs  at  Town  Meeting. 

A  warrant  article  for  the  purchase  of  the  Moore 
property  on  Shedd  Street,  is  recommended  by  us 
for  a  number  of  reasons.  We  considered  various 
equipment  purchases,  but  agreed  this  area  was 
our  priority  of  proposed  expenditures. 

We  hope  to  see  the  Post  Office  return  to  the 
"Center"  this  year. 

Accomplishments  this  year  were:   repair  of  the 
Stone  Wall  and  sidewalk  on  Main  Street;  the 
continued  reconstruction  work  on  May  and  Maple 
Streets;  a  waterline  across  Mascoma  River  to 
Depot  Street  was  replaced  this  fall;  a  number  of 
street  lights  were  added  or  improved  for  better 
visibility;  a  surplus  vehicle  was  acquired  for  a 
rescue  truck  for  the  Fire  Department;  our  Tax 
Maps  are  being  completed  and  will  be  used  for 
taxation  purposes  beginning  April  1,  1980;  six 
CETA  employees  were  utilized  for  various  periods 
during  the  year  to  aid  the  library,  highway  and 
cemetery  departments. 

With  the  increased  use  of  Whitney  Hall,  the 
rear  parking  lot  was  enlarged  this  last  summer 
and  we  hope  to  pave  it  in  the  future.   The  Town 
also  rebuilt  part  of  Shakoma  Beach  with  LaSalette 
donating  the  $500  lease  to  be  utilized  for 
materials. 

It  has  been  a  good  year  for  our  Town  and  we  thank 
you  for  your  support.

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BUDGET  COMMITTEE  RECO^U-tENDATIONS 

With  a  i^ross  Town  budget  of  over  one  half  million 
dollars,  the  Budj^et  Committee  wishes  to  make 
specific  recommendations  this  year  for  considera- 
tion by  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

We  strongly  feel,  If  Implemented,  these  recommenda- 
tions will  place  the  ToT^m  In  a  better  position  to 
meet  rising  costs  due  to  Inflation  and  growth  v/hlch 
will  continue  to  Increase  the  demand  for  municipal 
services: 

1.  A  Master  Plan  -  Enfield  Is  growing  and 
all  Indications  are  that  It  will  continue  to  grow. 
A  Master  Plan  will  provide  guidelines  for  all 
boards  and  departments  of  the  To\im  for  the  long 
range  planning  and  development  of  municipal  ser- 
vices. 

2.  Capital  Improvement  Program-  This  will 
provide  a  basis  for  the  Budget  Committee  In  deter- 
mining capital  expenditures.   We  feel  It  Is  Impor- 
tant In  the  budget  process  to  realize  not  V7hy  what 
the  immediate  needs  are  but  to  knovr  and  plan  for 
future  needs. 

3.  Personnel  Plan  -  The  need  for  a  personnel 
policy,  wage  classifications  schedule,  and  job  de- 
scriptions has  been  voiced  by  the  members  of  the 
committee  in  recent  vears.   The  Town  has  good  employ- 
ees and  dedicated  Town  officials.   It  is  important 

to  establish  watre  and  personnel  policies  to  ensure 
equitable  and  competitive  salaries  which  will  enable 
the  Town  to  retain  good  employees. 

A.   Revised  Accounting  System  -  To  comnly 
with  Federal  Revenue  Sharing  requirements  the 
Town  must  have  an  audit  of  its  financial  accounts 
by  Certified  Public  Accountants.   We  strongly 
urge  the  Board  of  Selectmen  t6  take  advantage  of 
this  opportunitv  for  professional  assistance  in 
making  revisions  to  the  accounting  system.

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REPORT  OF  POLICE  DEPARTMENT 

Substantial  increases  in  police  services  were  noted 
during  the  preceding  year.   These  increases  appear- 
ed to  be  consistent  with  increases  realized  state- 
wide and  in  other  communities  in  our  region.  We 
attribute  these  increases  to  community  growth  and 
a  greater  tendency  of  citizens  to  report  matters. 

Of  particular  concern  was  the  marked  increase  in 
assaults  on  citizens  and  police  officers.  Alarm- 
ing is  the  fact  that  many  of  the  attacks  were  un- 
provoked by  the  victim.   Our  investigation  into 
these  indicate  that  drug  abuse  may  have  been  a 
factor  in  the  unprovoked  attacks.   Enforcement  of 
drug  laws  coupled  with  a  program  to  educate  our 
citizens  on  the  drug  abuse  problem  is  a  high 
priority  goal.   Results  have  been  most  encouraging. 

Training  to  improve  skills  and  to  maintain  a  high 
degree  of  proficiency  in  the  rapid  changing  police 
science  field  is  a  continuous  goal  of  the  depart- 
ment.  During  the  past  year  all  full-time 
officers  were  certified  by  attending  the  required 
8-week  Police  Academy  conducted  by  the  State  of 
New  Hampshire.   Each  officer  did  exceptionally 
well  academically  and  special  awards  in  weapons 
proficiency  and  physical  fitness  were  claimed  by 
Enfield  Officers.   In  addition  to  the  mandatory 
training,  members  did  attend  the  Police  Prosecutor 
School,  the  S-week  part-time  Office  Course,  and  the 
Police  Managerial  Budget  School  offered  by  the 
State.   Attendance  to  the  latter  schools  were 
during  off-duty  time  at  no  cost  to  the  Town. 

Cooperation  among  other  police  agencies  in  the 
area  continues.

Legal  support  in  the  form  of 
case  preparation  and  trial  prosecution  have  been 
provided  by  Town  Counsel,  Mr.  Douglas  Jones  and 
the  Grafton  County  Attorney,  Mr.  John  B.  Earaes. 
This  support  is  greatly  appreciated.  Mr.  Eames 
has  traveled  from  the  Superior  Court  in  Woodsville 
to  the  Lebanon  District  Court  to  prosecute  several 
serious  cases  arising  out  of  Et>field. 
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The  Department  is  very  proud  of  our  community  and 
our  small  department.  We  appreciate  the  opportun- 
ity to  serve.   Should  any  citizen  have  questions 
on  department  operations  or  community  concerns, 
they  should  feel  welcome  to  stop  by  the  station 
or  call  us.  We  have  installed  a  phone  (632-7501) 
for  routine  administrative  matters.   This  line  does 
not  pass  to  the  Lebanon  Dispatch  Center  and  is  not 
manned  when  the  officers  are  on  patrol.

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REPORT  OF  LOCAL  AND  DISTRICT  FOREST  FIRE  CHIEFS 

For  more  than  80  years,  a  cooperative  effort 
between  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  and  local  forest 
fire  authorities  has  created  a  forest  fire  prevention 
and  suppression  program  that  is  reco«^ized  as  superior 
throughout  the  United  States. 

Since  the  first  forest  fire  laws  were  written  in 
1895,  the  state  and  local  community  j^ovemraents  have 
worked  top,ether  to  prevent  and  combat  forest  fires. 

Today,  249  forest  fire  wardens  and  more  than 
1,800  deputy  wardens  are  appointed  every  three  years 
bv  the  State  Forester  to  work  with  the  members  of 
the  State  Forest  Fire  staff  in  this  effort.   State 
funds  are  used  to  pay  one-half  the  cost  of  forest 
fire  suppression  costs  incurred  by  local  forest  fire 
organizations,  within  pay  rates  established  by  the 
Governor  and  Council.   State  funds  matched  by  local 
funds  are  used  to  purchase  hand  tools  to  suppress 
forest  fires,  to  train  local  forest  fire  crews  and  in 
forest  fire  prevention  work. 

All  outside  burning,  when  the  p:round  is  not 
covered  with  snow,  is  permitted  only  after  obtaining 
a  written  fire  nermit  from  you  local  Forest  Fire 
Warden.   Penalty  for  buring  without  a  permit  when 
one  is  required  is  a  misdemeanor  punishable  by  a 
fine  up  to  $1,000  or  a  iall  terra  of  up  to  one  year 
or  both.

The  year  1979  has  been  a  very  busy  year  for  the 
Enfield  FAST  (First  Aid  Stabilization  Team)  Squad. 
During  1979  the  Squad  answered  115  calls  for 
assistance  which  is  a  13%  increase  over  1978. 
Presently  there  are  17  active  members.  Regular 
meetings  have  been  held  every  third  Wednesday 
throughout  the  year.   Each  meeting  is  split  into 
a  business  portion  and  a  training  session.   In 
order  to  Increase  skills,  members  have  attended 
the  monthly  EMS  lectures  and  critique  sessions 
at  Mary  Hitchcock  Hospital.   Two  statewide 
seminars  were  also  held;  one  involving  rural 
accidents  and  the  other  rescue  techniques.   Six 
of  our  members  have  been  involved  in  various 
portions  of  the  Advanced  Life  Support  program 
at  Mary  Hitchcock  Hospital. 

During  the  year  the  Squad  sponsored  a  number  of 
special  projects  for  the  community.   A  twelve 
hour  CPR  course  was  well  attended.  We  hope  to 
offer  this  course  once  or  twice  each  year.   Vial 
of  Life  packets  were  made  available  to  all  Enfield 
citizens.   These  packets  are  still  available  at 
I^itney  Hall.   Telephone  stickers  were  distributed 
with  the  new  AA8-1212  telephone  number  for  all 
emergency  services.  Medic  Alert  literature  was 
distributed.   As  1979  draws  to  a  close,  final 
plans  have  been  completed  for  an  Advanced  Red  Cross 
First  Aid  course  to  be  offered  at  the  beginning 
of  the  new  year.   A  bake  sale  was  held  to  raise 
funds  to  carry  out  our  programs. 

The  Lebanon  Motorcycle  Club  donated  a  stretcher/ 
chair  to  the  Squad  in  the  Fall  of  the  year.   We 
would  like  to  thank  the  Lebanon  Club  for  their 
continued  support  of  our  squad.   The  Enfield 
FAST  Squad  would  also  like  to  thank  the  many 
Enfield  citizens  who  have  supported  us  with  their 
generous  contributions.   The  funds  have  been  used 
to  improve  our  service  to  the  community.  Anyone 
interested  in  becoming  a  squad  member  is  asked  to 
speak  to  any  one  of  the  officers.

The  use  of  library  services  sif^nificantly  in- 
creased during  the  past  year  as  evidenced  by 
circulation  in  excess  of  23,000,   Part  of  this 
increase  comes  from  the  School/Library  Program, 
which  is  in  its  fourth  year.   Another  portion  was 
contributed  by  the  many  individuals  and  families 
who  registered  as  new  borrowers  during  1979.   This 
increase  in  library  service  is  not  only  rewarding 
but  places  into  practical  application  the  continued 
library  expansion  that  was  started  a  few  years  ago. 

483  volumes  were  added  to  the  fiction  and  non- 
fiction  collection.   Replacing  the  McGraw-Hill 
Encyclopedia  of  Science  and  Technology  with  a 
new  edition  has  been  particularly  appreciated  by 
all  doing  scientific  research.  Many  other  volumes 
were  borrowed  from  the  State  Bookmobile,  which 
came  periodically  during  the  year.   Additionally 
a  wood  and  glass  display  case,  made  by  Ed  Johnson, 
was  mounted  in  the  library  to  provide  a  secure 
place  for  exhibits. 

As  Librarian,  I  attended  several  professional 
meetings  and  workshops.   In  July  I  was  appointed 
as  a  Delegate  to  the  Oualifications  Review  Board, 
which  is  part  of  the  Statewide  Library  Development 
Program. 

Appreciative  acknowledgement  is  extended  to  all 
those  who  donated  time,  books  and  materials  to 
the  library  this  year.   A  special  note  of  thanks 
is  made  to  the  Friends  of  the  Library  for  their 
many  volunteer  hours  of  assistance  with  the  child- 
ren and  the  Bookmobile. 

The  library  administration  extends  a  warm  welcome 
to  all  those  that  visit  the  library  and  utilize 
its  facilities.

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MASCOMA  AREA  HEALTH  COUNCIL  -  1979 

The  Health  Council  Is  the  visiting  nurse  service  of 
the  Mascoma  area,  your  non-emergency  community 
health  organization  ready  to  answer  questions 
and  provide  services. 

Under  doctor's  orders  our  nurses  give  skilled  care 
in  the  home  that  can  shorten  or  avoid  hospitalization 
and  long  trips.  The  nurses  are  also  available 
for  consultation,  to  give  health  information  and 
education.  Our  physical  therapist  assists  numerous 
Mascoma  residents  and  we  have  trained  home  health 
aides  available.  The  staff  cooperates  with  many 
other  organizations  in  the  area,  providing  testing, 
examinations,  immunizations,  counsoling  and  other 
health  services  to  those  of  all  ages. 

The  child  health  program,  with  visits  to  newborns, 
well  child  and  dental  clinics,  and  follow  ups  by 
the  nurse  practitioner  serves  well  over  half  the 
pre-first  graders  in  the  five  towns.  The  program 
often  indentifies  problems  that  can  be  corrected 
before  they  cause  difficulties  in  the  school  years. 
Some  of  the  Council's  services  are  free  and  none 
is  denied  because  of  inability  to  pay. 

Financing  for  the  Council's  services  comes  from 
sources  such  as  Medicare,  Blue  Cross,  State  of 
New  Hampshire  grants,  patient  fees,  contributions, 
and  town  funds.   Since  Mascoma  citizens  organized 
the  Council  in  1969,  it  has  proven  a  more  cost 
effective  nursing  service  than  others  in  the 
region.  The  requested  support  from  the  towns  for 
1980-81  represents  less  than  19%  of  the  budget, 
down  from  about  35%  a  few  years  ago  and  the  same 
amount  as  for  1979-80. 

Each  of  you  is  a  member  of  the  Council  and  you  are 
invited  to  attend  the  monthly  meetings  of  the 
21-member  board  of  directors  that  represents  your 
interests. 

The  council  staff  is  ready  to  help  you,  whether  you 
have  questions  abouth  health  or  other  services, 
are  baffled  by  Medicare,  or  need  medical  equipment 
from  our  loan  closet.  Please  call  them  at  632-7234.

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TO  THE  CITIZENS  OF  GRAFTON  COOTTY: 

In  an  effort  to  communicate  more  directly  with 
the  taxpaying  citizens  of  Grafton  County,  we,  the 
Grafton  County  Commissioners,  are  writing  to  you 
through  your  individual  town  or  municipal  reports. 

Last  year  (1978-79)  the  total  county  tax  raised 
was  $1,977,142.   These  monies  were  appropriated 
by  the  County  Delegation  and  administered  by  the 
Commissioners.   Some  of  the  ways  this  money  was 
spent  was  in  maintenance  of  our  courthouse, 
nursing  home,  county  farm,  sheriff's  department, 
jail  and  house  of  correction,  social  welfare, 
etc. 

The  average  number  of  patients  in  our  nursing 
home  is  140.   The  average  daily  census  of  the 
Jail/llouse  of  Correction  is  25.   We  had  a  total 
of  349  inmates  in  the  Jail  and  114  inmates  in 
the  House  of  Correction  during  our  fiscal  year. 

In  addition  to  providing  food  for  the  nursing 
home  complex  and  agricultural  services  for  the 
community,  the  farm  also  continually  shows  a 
profit.   In  our  fiscal  year  1979,  the  farm  profit 
was  $60,654,  due  in  part  to  sales  of  pigs  at 
$5,500,  cows  at  $27,000,  wood  at  $1,800,  hay  at 
$2,100,  milk  at  $135,444  and  produce  at  $48,129. 

We  have  completed  Phase  II-Design  of  the  sewage 
project  and  anticipate  beginning  construction  under 
rhase  III  in  the  snrinp.   The  total  overall  cost 
of  the  project  is  apnroximatelv  $540,000,  of  which 
$400,000  is  federal  grant,  $110,000  State  share  and 
$30,000  County  share. 

We  are  making  an  effort  to  conserve  energy, 
particularly  in  the  courthouse  buildin?,  and  are 
taking  a  hard  look  at  any  modifications  in  this 
so  called  "modern"  facility  that  will  make  it  a 
less  expensive  consumer  of  fuel. 

A  trial  dispatching  service  was  instituted  for 
16  area  fire  departments  and  probably  will  be  made 
a  permanent  function  during  the  latter  part  of 
1979.   A  yearly  fee  is  charged  for  this  service. 

Grafton  County  employs  230  people  of  whom  we  are 
very  proud.   It  is  because  of  these  people  that 
Grafton  County  continues  to  operate  efficiently 
and  within  budget.

Although  there  are  Federal  funds  available  for 
energy  costs,  LISTEN  had  18  Enfield  applicants  and 
the  Opportunity  Center  39  in  1979  and  to  date  the 
Opportunity  Center  has  received  105  applications 
from  Enfield  residents.   Should  this  funding  run 
out  the  town  must  legally  pay  fuel  costs  for  those 
unable  to  do  so. 

Welfare  orders  for  food,  a  stop  gap  measure  until 
Food  Stamps  from  the  State  are  processed,  amounted 
to  24.8%  of  the  total  expended.  At  present  the 
guidelines  are  using  figures  from  1976.
